Senate Joins House in 
Overriding Veto of Fed- 
eral Pay Increase and 
Veterans Benefits by 
Vote of 63 to 27.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Un- 
able to hold half of his own forces, 
President Roosevelt met his first 
defeat at the hands of Congress 
late yesterday when the Senate, 
following the lead of the House, 
overrode his veto of the billion 
dollar independent offices appro- 
priation. bill by a vote of 63 to 27, 
more than the necessary two- 
thirds majority. The Republicans 
voted en bloc to pass the bill over 

esidential objection. 

Democratic leaders were unable 
to muster the four additional votes 
they required to sustain the veto 
despite impassioned pleas to stand 
by the President. 

Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill, which in addition to ap- 
propriating the annual expenses of 
such agencies as the Veterans’ Ad- 


ministration, the Interstate ~ Comi-| 


merce Commission and the Federal 
Trade Commission, carries restdra- 
tion of 10 per cent of the 15 per 
cent Government employes’ pay 
cut, and increased compensation to 
veterans—about $228,000,000 above 
budget estimates and almost equal- 
ly divided between employes and 
veterans. It now becomes the law. 
Every one of the 96 Senators was 
*counted for. Ninety votes were 
tually cast and six were provided 
vith pairs, two votes to override 
the veto to one against. Of the 60 
Democrats, only 29 voted or were 
paired to sustain the President. 
As when the House voted 310 to 
72 to reject the President’s objec- 
tions, the administration saw some 
of its most regular supporters, 
such as Ashurst of Arizona, Cope- 
land of New York, George of Geor- 
gia, Hayden of Arizona, McKellar 
of Tennessee, Neely of West Vir-

FLYERS READY T0 GO AFTER 
RUSSIANS STRANDED ON FLOE 


Three Soviet and Two American 
Pilots to Fly From Nome to 
Ice Pack.

NOME, Alaska, March 29.—A 


Soviet aerial rescue party hoped for 
favorable weather tonditions today 
as its members prepared to fly to 
the assistance of 89 Russians 
stranded on the Arctic ice pack 350 


miles northwest of here. 

Snow was falling as the large 
planes, carrying three Russian 
flyere and two American pilots, 
landed here late yesterday after a 
200-mile flight from Nultato on the 
Yukon River. 

Word by wireless from the ref- 
ugees, stranded on a ice pack when 
their steamer sana, Feb. 13, said 
only two weeks of food supplies 
remained. In additior to the short- 
age of food, the party faces the 
danger of a break-up of the ice 
pack. 

Prof. George Yushakoff, leader of 
the rescue expedition, plans to re- 
move the refugees to the mainland, 
later bringing them here for trans- 
portation back to Russia. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT PAYROLL

OPERA COMPANY

Retired as President of

Partner in Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. Was 67 Years Old 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 29.—Otto H. 
Kahn, banker and art patron, died 
here today. He was 67 years old. 

Announcement of his death was 
withheld by Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the 
banking firm of which he was a 
partner, apparently until after the 
close of the stock market. 

Mr. Kahn died in his office at 
1:45 p. m. Heart disease was the 
cause of death. 

Dr. H. T. Hyman, Kahn’s physi- 
cidn, reported to the city medical 
examiner that the cause of death 
was cardiac thrombosis. Mr. Kahn 
was seated in a chair having his 
luncheon in his private office on 
the third floor of the banking 
house when he fell forward dead. 

Long Metropolitan Head. 

Long identified with the Metro- 
politan Opera Co., Kahn resigned 
as president and chairman of the 
board in November, 1931, although 
remaining on the board. 

Indications that he was not in 
the best of health were given at 
this time, and since then he had 
often been ill. 

Upon resigning his leadership of 
the Metropolitan, he announced he 
was also withdrawing from many 
of his other varied outside activi- 
ties because of greater business re- 
his close associate, Mortimer L. 
Schiff. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock Mr. Kahn's 
banking house issued this  state- 
ment: 

“Otto H. Kahn, of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., died suddenly today of a heart 
attack, while at lunch in his office.” 
Suffering from ill health, he and 
Mrs. Kahn went to the Riviera in 
the winter of 1933. The banker was 
ill when he landed in New York on 
his return. He had gone to Europe, 
he said at the time, in the Kope of 
curing an ailment from which he 
believed he had recovered. 

He returned to Europe again 
July, 1933, in the hope of regaining 
his strength, to return in Septem- 
ber apparently well. 


KAHN’S CAREER, 
BORN INTO WEALTH 


HE life story of Otto Kahn, un- 
T ite that of many other figures 
in the banking world, begins in 
the home of a rich man, surround- 
ed by all the luxurious ease that 
wealth and position could supply. 

His father, Bernhard Kahn, was 
a banker of Mannheim, Germany, 
having founded his business in 
1858 upon his return from America, 
where he spent 10 years in exile for 
having taken an active part in the 
revolution of 1848. 

Otto Kahn was born Feb. 21, 1867, 
at Mannheim. He became an in- 
satiable student, and not alone of 
the classics. His reading‘ extended 
far into the field of economy, fi- 
nance, politics and the problems of 
international relations. At an early 
age he showed marked ability in 
solving the intricate questions_in 
banking which his good natured 
father often propounded in an ef- 
fort to bewilder the serious-minded 
youth. 

After obtaining a thorough col- 
legiate education in Germany, Mr. 
Kahn served a year in the army 
and then entered the banking es- 
tablishment of his father, where he 
served a number of years to supple- 
ment his university training. His 
next connection was in London 
with the English branch of the 
Deutsche Bank. Here he_ served 
five years as a junior officer fa- 
miliarizing himself with banking 
and finance as it was practiced in 
Great Britain and the colonies. 

This residence abroad was the 
first link in a chain of circum- 
stances which ultimately brought 
about a severance of all connections 
with the land of his birth. It con- 
vinced him that Germany had much 
to learn from a political and eco- 
nomic standpoint; it increased his 
admiration for ‘the English people,

His application for 
British citizenship. was promptly 
granted, whereupon he settled down 
with the determination to remain 
permanently on English soil.

States was made in 1893, where he

NEW YORK, March 29. — The 
Government today continued to 
present evidence in an attempt to 
convict Andrew Donaldson Kirwan 
of murdering Gilliam Sessoms 
aboard the liner President Garfield 
on the high seas. The case is being 
heard by a jury in United States 
District Judge Robert A. Inch’s 
court. 

Sessoms received stab wounds 
after a gin-heightened argument 
over religion in Kirwan’s cabin: 

Robert B. Lyon, deck: steward, 
told how the ship’s chief officer 
placed Kirwan-.in irons and quot- 
ed the youth as saying: “Please 
take the handcuffs off—I'll tell you 
everything.” 

He related also that he found 
Kirwan later, in confinement, 
smashing glasses with the hand- 
cuffs. 

Capt. Gregory Cullen, former 
master of the President Garfield, 


testified he saw Sessoms after the 
latter’s wounds were discovered. 


“I oaace ag what was the mat- 

; 80 ‘stupidly drunk he 
couldn’t answer,”. said the witness. 
“He blubbered out ‘religion.’ That’s 
ali I could get out of him.” 

The Captain then went into Kir- 
wan’s cabin. 

Kirwan “Almost Imbecile.” 

“He was very drunk, almost im- 
becile, I should say from his ap- 
pearance,” he said. 

The Captain ordered wristirons 
put upon Kirwan. “I was afraid 
he had gone suddenly insane from 
drinking and might be a menace to 
himself,” he said. 

The chief officer of the President 
Garfield, Hugh Laurence Wanbig, 
described yesterday the scene in 
the cabin of Kirwan, just after the 
fatal stabbing. 

Kirwan, Wanbig said, lay on the 
floor of his cabin, crying: “I didn’t 
do it. It wasn’t my fault.” 

Across the companionway, the 
witness said, Sessoms was sprawled 
on his berth, stabbed in the stomach 
and on the wrist, the long deer-foot 
knife with which the Government 
says Kirwan did the stabbing, un- 
der him. 


Wanbig said both men were very 
drunk and that he had difficulty 


obtaining intelligent answers from 
them. 


“Might he (Kirwan) have referred 
to the fact his feet were against 
the cabin door when he said ‘I 
didn’t.do it. It wasn’t my fault’”? 
asked Frederic Coudert Jr., defense 
counsel. 

“He could have,” replied Wan- 
big. 

. Mother Sits Near Accused. 

Behind Kirwan, who is afflicted 
with a nervous disease, sat his 
mother, Mme. Jean Nash Dubonnet, 
described as the “best dressed wom- 
an in Europe.” 

The Government’s key witness, 
Willard S. Frost, assistant purser, 
described the argument over re- 
ligion which United States Attor- 
ney Conboy told the jury led to the 
killing. 

After a family conference with 
Mme. Dubonnet, her fifth husband, 
Paul Dubonnet, a French vintner, 
and the youth’s paternal grand- 
father and maternal grandmother 
participating, the defense accepted 
Frost’s story without challenge. 

Frost testified’ that although he 
was present.during the gin drink- 
ing and the argument that devel- 
oped, he did not see Sessoms 
stabbed. He said he was stabbed 
on the lip by Kirwan and had 
called Sessoms to his aid. 

“He (Sessoms) walked over and 

put his hands on Kirwan’s arm,” 
testified Frost. Kirwan dropped the 
knife. I saw ms bend over. 
I said ‘Oh, Mr. Sessoms, you've got 
a cut on the wrist. He didn’t answer 
me. 
“I saw Sessoms walk out and 
Kirwan fall down. I went into Ses- 
soms’ room’and asked him to help 
me pick up Kirwan. He didn't 
ariswer me, 

“I went back to Kirwan’s room 
and tried to pick him up. Then 
I went back to work in the purs- 
er’s office.” 

During Frost’s testimony, Dubon- 
net demonstrated how the 
bladed knife worked.

ISTANBUL HARBOR 


Reprovisioning Completed 
in Five Hours, but Mai- 
otis Is Still at Anchor 
After 11 Hours.

| IN, March 29.—A Reuters 
(British) News Agency dispatch 
from Istanbul tonight said it was 
understood American authorities 
haye asked the Turkish Govern-

ISTANBUL, Turkey, March 29.— 
Strong evidence was seen today 
that the steamer Maiotis, with Sam- 
uel Insull Sr. on board, was being 
detained in Istanbul Harbor by the 
Turkish authorities. 

The Maiotis arrived here at 6:30 
a. m. and it was announced it 
would pause only long enough to 
reprovision before putting out 
again for Rumania. The reprovis- 
ioning, however, was completed in 
five hours. 

At 5:20 p. m., about 11 hours after 
its arrival, the Maiotis was still at 
anchor. 

Insull, asleep when his ship nosed 
around the Golden Horn, remained 
aboard the ship in the face of 
strict police surveillance. 

The Captain said on arrival that 
the boat was bound for Rumania. 
Authorities of that country last 
night repeated warnings that the 
fugitive Chicago utilities man would 
be arrested if he landed there. 

Stavro Tchelepides, agent here for 
the Maitois, was allowed on board 
and said he saw Insull “lying down 
in his cabin.” 

“His health seemed pretty good,” 
the agent continued, “but the old 
man complained of his difficulties 
on his trip.” 

The Maiotis, in th- 11 days it has 
cruised the Meaiterranean and 
Aegea seas since leaving Piraeus, 
Greece, went as far as Port Said 
but found it could not pass through 
the Suez Canal, it was learned. 

When the Maiotis slowed down 
at the mouth of the Bosporus, 
a Turkish police motorboat ap- 
proached it. Officers went on board 
while police boats patrolled the har- 
bor. Provisions were hoisted aboard 
under the vigilant scrutiny of har- 
bor police.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 


Senate today passed the Bankhead 
compulsory cotton control bill and 
returned it to the House for ac- 
tion on amendments, 

The vote on final passage was 46 
to 39. 

The bill, described by its support- 


ers as having administration sup- 
port, is designed to stabilize cotton 
prices by limiting production in the 
coming cotton year to 10,000,000 
bales and levying a prohibitive tax 
on the staple produced in excess of 
quotas allocated to producers. 
The House tax of 50 per cent of 
the market value, or not less than 
5 cents a pound, was increased by 
the Senate to 75 per cent, or not 
less than 8 cents a pound. 
Termed an émergency measure, 
the bill would apply for only one. 
year a passed by the Senate. The 
House bill would give the measure 
a two-year life, with presidential 
power to extend it another year. 

Four Republicans voted with 42 
Democrats for the bill. Thirteen 
Democrats joined 26 Republicans in 
opposition.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 
administration’s reciprosal tariff 
bill carrying amendments limiting 
its authority to three years and 
forbidding foreign debt cancella- 
tion was passed today by the House 
and sent to the Senate. 

The vote was 272 ayes to 111 
noes. 

The majority defeated Republi- 
can amendments to require inves- 
tigation of proposed tariff changes 
by the Tariff Commission before 
the President might negotiate trade 
agreements with foreign Govern- 
ments, and to provide hearings for 
interests affected before changes 
were made. 

The Democrats also defeated a 
move by Representative Treadway, 
ranking Republican on the Ways 
and Means Committee to eliminate 
the purposes of the bill as stated 
in the preamble. 

The House voted down a series 
of amendments by Frear (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, one of which would have 
prevented negotiations of a trade 
treaty with a country which has 
defaulted in its debt paymens. 

By a vote of 121 to 114, the House 
rejected an amendment to prevent 
the President from lowering the 
duty on sugar. The amendment 
was offered by Hart (Dem.), Mich- 
tgan. 

A committee amendment placing 
a three-year limitation on treaties 
negotiated under the act was 
adopted. 

It was proposed by Chairman 
Doughton (Dem.), North Carolina, 
of the Ways and Means Committee, 
who explained it was offered to 
meet criticisms as to the constitu- 
tionality of the measure. It has 
the approval of the administration. 

Another committee amendment 
by Representative Vinson (Dem.), 
Kentucky, providing that nothing 
{fn the bill should be construed as 
granting any authority to cancel 
or reduce any foreign debts owed 
this country was adopted unani- 
mously. 


GERMANY BARS MOVIE BECAUSE 


MAX BAER, IN LEAD, IS JEW 


“The Prizefighter and the Lady” 
Forbidden After Playing for 
Two Weeks. 

BERLIN, March 29.—-The Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer motion picture, 
“The Prizefighter and the Lady,” 
was barred from Germany today 

after playing for two weeks. 

The movie expert for the Minis- 
try of Propaganda was asked: “Is 
the film barred because Max Baer 
(who ‘plays the leading role) is a 
Jew?” The official replied: “Ja.” 
(Yes.) 

The film, which includes a fight 
between Primo Carnera, the Ital:an 
heavyweight champion of the 
world, and Baer, was commented 
on favorably in local newspapers, 
even in the Nazi organs. 

The foreign office opposed for- 
bidding the picture, fearing that 
disbarment might prejudice Ameri- 
can athletes against Germany. But 
Joseph Goebbels, Minister of Propa- 
ganda and Public Enlightenment, 
won out. 

The company stated the order 
would cost it about $140,000.

The Veterans’ lobby was extreme- 
ly active in the fight to override 
President Roosevelt’s veto. Rice 
Means, former Republican Senator 
from Colorado, and a former Na- 
tional Commander of the United 
Spanish War Veterans, exercised 
his floor privilege and circulated 
among the Senators. John Thomas 
Taylor, legislative counsel in Wash- 
ington for the American Legion, 
was in the Senators’ gallery. 


Got 250 Telegrams. 


One Senator, who is up for re- 
election this year, said that he re- 
ceived 250 telegrams yesterday 
morning from veterans’ or- 
ganizations in his State, each stat- 
ing how many voters were in the 
organization, and many implying 
that all of these voters would oppose 
his re-election if he did not vote to 
pass the independent offices bill 
over the President’s veto. Only five 
Senators who are up fér re-election 
this fall—Byrd of Virginia, Con- 
nally of Texas, King of Utah, O’Ma- 
honey of Wyoming and Stephens of 
Mississippi—voted te support the 
President. 


Partisan Politics Big Factor. 


But there was more than the vet- 
erans' lobby behind the adminis- 
tration’s defeat yesterday. Partisan 
politics was a large factor. Despite 
protestations from the Repttblican 
Senators that politics should have 
no part in the consideration of vet- 
érans’ legislation, it was more than 
a coincidence that every Republican 
Senator either voted or was paired 
for the bill. 

The vote in both Houses disclosed 
the latent resentment in Congress 
against White House domination of 
legislation. This resentment was 
exemplified in the House Tuesday, 
when Mrs. Isabella Greenway, Con- 
gresswoman from Arizona, and an 
intimate friend of ths Roosevelts, 
asked Representative Woodrum of 
Virginia, the leader of the adminis- 
tration forces, “Are we not here 
considered as an advisory part of 
the so-called brain trust?” The 
question Was greeted with pro- 
longed cheers from both sides of 
the House. 


Two Other Factors. 


Two other factors also played a 
prominent part in the President's 
defeat. The message itself,” as 
shown by an even tempered and 
analytical dissection by Steiwer, 
was vulnerable in many parts. The 
Oregon Senator challenged some of 
the President’s statements of fact 
and most of his conclusions, both 
as to the veterans and the Govern- 
ment employes’ pay restoration.

the “presumptive cases” in the vet- 
erans’ sections of the bill.

The bill, as it came 
back from conference with the 
House, had these proposals only 
slightly modified and in one in- 
stance materially weakened. Sev- 
eral Senators, like Clark of Mis- 
souri, thought that Byrnes was a 
White House spokesman, and re- 
sented the President’s language in 
the veto message. 

Another point of the message un- 
der fire was the President’s attack 
on the Government pay restoration, 
five per cent of which is to be made 
as of Feb. 1, and five per cent on 
July 1. The bill empowered the 
President to restore the remainder 
whenever the cost of living justi- 
fied such action. Many Senators 
thought that the Government should 
set an example to industry in re 
storing pay cuts. And the Presi- 
dent’s statement that the bill would 
give some Government employes 48 
hours’ pay for 40 hours’ work was 
met with the rejoinder that the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration was 
trying to persuade industry to make 
just such payments. 


Billions for Other Purposes. 


Behind all these objections to the 
veto message, was the general 
thought that the Government was 
spending billions of dollars on un- 
employment relief, public works, 
the naval program and farm and 
home mortgage relief. The Presi- 
dent had explained that these were 
non-recurring items, while the pay 
restoration and the veterans’ com- 
pensation would be _ continuing 
charges. The members of: the 
House and Senate apparently 
thought that they would have a 
difficult time explaining this dis- 
tinction to théir constituents. 

The bill, which now becomes law, 
in its provisions for ex-soldiers, 
permanently restores to the compen- 
sation rolls, at 75 per cent of their 
pre-economy act benefits, 29,000 
World War veterans whose disabil- 
ities were presumed to have had 
service origin, but who were taken 
from the rolls after March 20, 19383, 
because they could not prove that. 

It also restores thousands of 
Spanish-American War veterans 
and their widows and orphans to 
the pension rolls at three-quarters 
of their old rates. These also had 
been stricken from the lists be- 
causé of lack of proof of service- 
connection for their injuries and 
illness. 


What Roosevelt Wanted. 

The President had issued new 
regulations placing both classes 
back on the rolls pending review 
of their cases, but holding to his 
former views that only those who 
were injured or contracted diséase 
as a resulf of actual war service 
should be aided by the Govern 
ment. These regulations, however. 
are now superseded by the law. 

The amendment pertaining to 
veterans increases to the basis of 
the old rates for permanent disa- 
bilities, so that these veterans who 
were cut about 10 per cent by the 
Economy Act will now receive $100 
a month. The’ President had fa- 
vored this item.

Nineteen men arrésted by the 
Sheriff's men in raids yesterday 
and last night were released early 
today because of insufficient evi- 
dence.

Gary, Ind., and Kuznetz, Western 
Siberia, for just as Gary is almost 
entirely a creation of the United 
States Steel Corporation, so Kuz- 
netz is. being created by the Soviet 
steel industry. 

Kuznetz already boasts a popula- 
tion of more than 170,000 against 
Gary’s 110,000, or so, a fact which 
is accounted for in part by the 
large number of workers at Kuz- 
netz engaged on construction work 
of all kinds—Gary is, relatively 
speaking, a completed industrial 
city. And it should not be lost 
sight of that with the dearth here 
of mechanical equipment and the 
imperfect organization of labor, it 
takes at least three, and perhaps 
more, Soviet workers to accomplish 
in a given ‘time what one American 
worker can do. 

As construction of the steel cen- 
ters goes forward, rapid progress is 
being made with the exploitation of 
the Kuznetz coa) field, which is 
stated to be one of the richest in 
the world. The population of Pro- 
kopievsk, the principal mining cen- 
ter, 20 miles from here, has _ in- 
creased from 7000 to 130,000 during 
the past six years. The present an- 
nual production of the Prokopievsk 
shafts is about 3,000,000 tons of cok- 
ing coal, against less than 2000 tons 
in 1927. 

Under a coal-iron-ore exchange 
arrangement, the first Kuznetz 
steel mill is closely linked to the 
Magnetogorsk steel mill, situated 
in the Ural Mountains, 1400 miles to 
the westward. Kuzn sends it 
coal to Magnetogorsk. The cars 
return, filled with ore from Magnet 
Mountain. 

With the aid of rails turned out 
here in Kuznetz, the whole trans- 
port system linking this area with 
the Urals is to be reconstructed 
during the coming two years with 
a view to the use of heavier loco- 
motives and freight trains of great- 
er tonnage. 

But only the first, and not the 
second, Kuznetz steel mill is to be 
dependent on ore hauled from the 
Urals, for recently iron deposits

American Engineers Used. 

American engineers of the Freyn 
Co. of Chicago, played an import- 
ant role in the designing and con- 
struction of the first Kuznetz mill. 
The bulk of the Americans left Kuz- 
netz more than a year ago, but the 
Russians are still relating 
anecdotes associated with their so- 
journ here. When balked by Soviet 
red tape and procrastination, they 
were wont to take matters into 
their own hands in a way to excite 
the admiration of the Russians. 

Shortly after my arrival in. the 
bustling steel center, I crossed the 
Tom River by sleigh to visit on 
the opposite bank the old Russian 
trading settlement which had borne 
the name, Kuznetz, a century or 
so before the present industrial city 
was even thought of. There I was 
shown a log building in which Fyo- 
dor Dostoievski lived for a short 
period after his release from the 
“Death House” at Omsk, but be- 
fore his’ banishment from Euro- 
pean Russia had been lifted. The 
humble ;dwelling was enough to re- 
call that before the Russian Revo- 
lution, Siberia was known to the 
outside world principally as a bleak 
land to which Tsarist political pris- 
oners were sent. 

On a hill over-looking the town 
were the ruins of an old Russian 
fort which once had served as pro- 
tection against raids of nomadic 
tribes from the South. Descendants 
of those tribes were at that mom- 
ent working in the steel plant 
whose blast furnaces and chimney 
stacks were outlined against the 
Western skyline. 

When I had re-crossed the river, 
and was once again in the steel 
city, I called at the offices of Ser- 
gius' Mironovitch Frankfurt, gen- 
eral manager of the whole Kuznetz 
project. A tall, square-jawed Jew 
with hlack, curly hair, Comrade 
Frankfurt collaborates with Ivan 
Pavlovitch Bardin, the chief en- 
gineer, who was associated before 
the Revolution with Russian en- 
gineering companies. In his youth 
Bardin spent a year working in the 
Gary steel plant. 

On the wall of the office behind 
the general manager’s carved, 
high-backed chair was the inevit- 
able lithograph of Stalin, one hand 
thrust into his semi-military jacket. 
Elsewhere on the wall were de- 
tailed plans of the steel mills. 

Like American Machinery 

“In Moscow,” Comrade Frankfurt 
began, “they call Bardin and me 
‘the Americans,’ because we are so 
partial to American machinery and 
technique. And we have good rea- 
son for that partiality. You see, 
our task is to take a raw peasant 
or herdsman and make him into 
an industrial worker in short or- 
der. He is awkward at first, so 
we need machinery as fool-proof 
as it can be made, Your American 
machines fit the bill better than 
any others. Here's an .example: 

“Out in the plant we have a 220- 
ton American crane which has 
been working almost continuously

ple to operate. we have 


enough, but that’s because Ger- 
many has highly skilled operators 
to take care of them.

“We have 15,000 workers in the 
plant,” he continued, “and nearly 
35,000 on construction, Of the to- 
tal of close to 50,000 about 10,000 
are women.

Italy Trying to ES Crops 
By Electric Treatment of Seeds 


Research Council Also 


Capacity 


Studying Relation Be- 


tween Various Foods and Man’s 


to Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, March 29.—To make 
Italy as self-sustaining agricultur- 
ally as possib.:, the National Re 
search Council has begun a pro- 


gram of experiments to increase 
production. 

Such studies as the electrical 
treatment of seeds and the exact 
relation between nutriment and 
man’s capacity for work are in- 
cluded in the investigations. 

Guglielmo Marconi, inventor, who 
is president of the research council, 
said the treatment of seeds by elec- 
tricity had been tried on a wide 
scale to enhance their productivity. 
More than 3000 experiments have 
been carried out in this field under 
the direction of the council. ~ 

Investigations into the possibility 
of raising medicinal plants, he re- 
ported, have led to the assurance 
that in many instances Italy can 
cease importing drugs and become 
an exporter. 

Study of Food Values. 
Scientists engaging in the cqun- 
cil’s work have formed a chain of 
12 university laboratories to study 
the food values of various farm 
products and find new uses for 
them. 

New agricultural communities, 
such as Littoria, which Premier 
Mussolini has created on reclaimed

SCIENTISTS FIND 
ART TREASURES 
IN SAHARA DESERT 


Paintings and Carvings Lead to 
Conclusion Civilization 


Once Flourished There. 


By the Associated Press. 
ALGIERS, Algeria, March 29.— 
Profs. Gautier and Reygasse of Al- 
giers University reported today they 
had found indications that a civili- 
zation, now lost, once flourished in 
the Sahara Desert. 
The two French schientists_ re- 
turned from an exploration of the 
Tassili Des Ajer region, 30 miles 
south of Fort Polignac, to say they 
had dug, from the barren sands, 
rich art treasures. These, they said, 
included rock paintings and carv- 
ings with stone age axes and tools. 
They said the art was closely 
akin to that of ancient Egypt and 
the Orient. They described a paint- 
ing of eight horses and chariots, 
each carrying a driver, and said 
they resembled those used by the 
famous Guaramantes described by 
the Greek historian Herodctus. 
Many animal pictures, including 
portrayals of elephants, rhinocer- 
uses, giraffes and ostriches led the 
scientists to conclude the Sahara 
was once a moist land covered with 
vegetation similar to equatorial 
Africa. 
They described the art as of a 
prehistoric richness far exceeding 
in technique the realism the rock 
carvings previously found near 
Oran. 


REVISED SUGAR CONTROL BILL 
ACCEPTABLE TO ALL PARTIES 


Immediate Favorable Action by 
Congress Predicted by Admin- 
istration Leaders. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 
troublesome sugar problem seems 
to be well on the way to settlement 
with immediate favorable action on 
a revised measure predicted by ad-} 
ministration leaders. 
The redrafted Costigan-Jones 
control bill appeared in both Louse 
and Senate yesterday bearing the 
appreval of most elements of the 
industry. While all were not en- 
tirely satisfied, its was indicated 
they were ready to support the new 
bill to include sugar as a basic 
commodity and levy a processing 
tax for development of agriculture 
and to pay benefits to growers for 
reduced acreage and production. 
The modified program follows in 
general the original administration 
plan and amends it in only some 
relatively minor respects. 
Concession was made to the de- 
mands of the domestic sugar beet 
producers by increasing the fixed 
annual production quota to 1,550,000 
tons, which is 100,000 tons above 
the quota originally recommended 
by the administration. The quota 
for cane growers of Louisiana and 
Florida was set at 260,000 tons. 
Quotas for other producing areas 
will be established by the Secretary 
of Agriculture on a basis of any 
three years’ production from 1925 
to 1933, inclusive. 


France Limits Fruit Imports. 
PARIS, March 29.—The apple 
and pear import quota from the 
United States was fixed today at 
5000 tons for the three months end- 
ing June 30. Importers hoped for 
an increase, but it is virtually the 
same as that for the corresponding 
period in 1933. 


FARMER-LABOR PARTY SAYS 
CAPITALISM HAS FAILED 


Minnesota State Convention Adopts 
Platform Urging Reorganization 
of Social Structure. 

By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., March 29. — 
The Farmer-Labor partys State 
convention adopted a platform yes- 
terday declaring the failure of 
capitalism and calling for a “com- 


plete reorganization of our social 
structure into a co-operative com- 
monwealth.” 

Government ownership and oper- 
ation of all natural resources, the 
machinery of production, transpor- 
tation and communication facilities 
was advocated. Another plank 
called for legislation to insure the 
farmer tenure of his land, lower 
tax rates on farm loans and exemp- 
tion of homesteads up to $4000 from 
taxation. Others urged establish- 
ment of co-operative marketing and 
purchasing agencies supervised by 
the State and a State owned and 
operated system of social insurance 
which would handle all forms, in- 
cluding unemployment insurance 
and old age pensions. After « fight 
the convention indorsed Senator 
Shipstead for re-election and se- 
lected a State ticket headed for the 
third time by Gov. Floyd B. Olson. 


EMBASSY AIDS CAN'T PAY RENT 


150 Americans Seek Moratorium 


From Paris Landlords. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 29.—Employes of 
the United States Consulate and 
Embassy are seeking moratoriums 
on their house rents because, they 
say, the present depreciated dollar 
makes it impossible for them to 
pay their landlords. 

The Embassy announced that 150 
of its 205 employes are unable to 
pay their quarterly rentals due 
April 1 while waiting for the Con- 
gress in Washington to compensate 
for the fall of the dollar. The situ- 
ation was described as “extremely 
serious.” The American clerks are 
hardest hit; the French stenogra- 
phers are quitting. 


SECRET SERVICE CHIEF TO STAY 


President Postpones Retirement of 
William H. Moran Two Years. 
WASHINGTON, March 29. — By

Henry I. Harriman Tells 
Senate Committee Meas- 


ure Probably Will Have 
Disastrous Efféct.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Call- 
ing the Wagner labor board bill 
“probably unconstitutional,” Henry 
I. Harriman, president of ithe Unit- 
ed States Chamber of Commerce, 
today attacked it as likely to have 
a “disastrous effect on the econom- 
ic life of the country.” 

“I fear it will undo much of the 
good which the Recovery Act has 
brought about,” said Harriman at 
a hearing before the Senate Labor, 
Committee. 

Harriman was one of a number of 
industrialists who appeared in the 
committee room, in opposition to 
the bill which would make the Na- 
tional Labor Board a permanent in- 
stitution and outlaw company 
unions. 

Attacking section 5 of the bill, 
Harriman said it was “an obvious 
attempt to amplify the provisions 
of section 7A of the Industrial Re- 
covery Act.” He added: 

“In view, however, of the very 
broad interpretation of that sec- 
tion, which was recently made by 
the President in his settlement of 
the threatened automobile strike, I 
see no reason for any further am- 
plification of that section, except to 
carry out the thought of the Presi- 
dent.

No doubt, this reversal of the President—his first 
major setback since his inauguration—will be hailed 
by all the jackals who are harrying the New Deal as 
a revolt against the administration. We believe an 
analysis of the vote will reveal fhe absurdity of such 
a theory. Both Republicans and Democfats, many 
of whom in both parties are heartily in favor of most 
of Mr. Roosevelt’s policies, joined to produce the re 
sult. They did so, not in apy sincere belief that the 
veto was unsound, but because there is an election 
next fall, and they feared the wrath of the veterans. 
Whether the political power of the veterans is such 
as to place in jeopardy those against the bill is be 
side the point. So also is the question of whether 
or not the veterans as a whole are ‘in favor of the 
vicious pension principle embodied in the bill. The 
point is that, as in the case of the G. A. R., the Amer- 
ican Legion and other veterans’ organizations have 
succeeded in reducing Congress to a state of craven 
terror on all subjects regarding them. 

Let us examine for a moment what this bill does. 
We thrust aside as of little political moment that part 
of it concerning restoration of pay cuts to Federal em- 
ployes. It restores to the rolls 29,000 World War 
veterans, as well as many more thousands of Span- 
ish-American War veterans whose claims to disability 
allowances have been heard and repudiated by boards 
set up last year to pass judgment on them. That is, 
these boards, after hearing all the evidence, have 
decided that the disabilities claimed by the veterans 
did not grow out of war service and that, therefore, 
the men have no claim whatever upon the Govern- 
ment. The boards were composed in each case of 
five men, three of whom were in no way connected 
with the Veterans’ Administration. Two-thirds of 
those on the board were ex-service men. In other 
words, the men had a sympathetic audience and lost. 
Now, Congress hands them a gratuity, which the tax- 
payers must pay, not for one year, but permanently. 
There is no country in the world which has been 
as generous in its treatment of soldiers as the United 
States. In Katherine Mayo’s new book, “Soldiers 
What Next?” it is shown that the total expenditures 
of the United States in the year 1931-82 in behalf of 
World War ex-service men actually exceeds the com- 
bined expenditures of France, Germany and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom! This despite the fact that the number 
of men in those countries disabled by wounds or sick- 
ness totaled 8,124,579, as against only 192,369 for this 
country. What a comparison!

Now, while a lawyer is not a public officer in 
the constitutional or statutory sense of the term, 
he is an officer of the court, and as such owes a 
definite obligation to the public as a whole in 
the matter of proper administration of justice, 
His license to engage in the practice of law is his, 
not of right, but as a privilege granted him by 
the state, which comes to him burdened with con- 
ditions subsequent good behavior and profes- 
sional] integrity, and sets him and his profession 
apart from the general publie upon a high and 
dignified plane, circumscribed by requirements of 
good moral character and special qualifications 
which are prerequisites to admission to the bar. 

He enters the profession steeped in high ideals 
and traditions of unselfish public service, the 
members of which have left their imprint upon 
every department of government, and in a very 
large measure have controlled the progress of 
government. So great is his responsibility in 
things political, acting through the judiciary, 
which is his own special sphere in government, 
that no legislation, no matter how far-reaching or 
salutary to the common good of the whole peo- 
ple, can become a permanent part of our govern- 
mental scheme until it has first received the judi- 
cial benediction of the highest court. ... 

As an officer of the court, he is, like the court 
itself, an agency or instrument to advance the 
ends of justice. He serves as a priest in the 
temple of justice, and if he be false to his vows, 
then justice itself is imperiled, if not entirely 
thwarted. He has the property, and sometimes 
the liberty and the very life, of his client {n his 
safekeeping, and so jealously does the law regard 
the relation of attorney and client that it puts 
communications between the two in much the 
same privileged category as communications be- 
tween husband and wife. 

The future of the nation depends very largely 
upon the maintenance of justice pure and unde- 
filed; and the conduct of the lawyer must sup- 
port and create confidence in the public mind in 
the administration of justice, and not be of a 
character to bring reproach upon the legal pro- 
fession or to alienate the favorable opinion which 
the public should have concerning it. Failing in 
this, it is not only within the power, but it is the 
duty, of the court to remove the lawyer who is 
false to his first trust from the ranks of the 
profession to the end that the court, the adminis- 
tration of justice and the public at large may be 
protected from him.

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A Criticism of the Lumber Code. 
Po the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent editorial in your newspaper, 

“Monopoly Under the Codes,” you call 
attention to an exceedingly important 

' gmatter, one which, if not soon corrected, 
will be a thorn in the side of the Demo- 
cratic party. 

Referring specifically to Southern pine 
jumber, I can say that a monopoly is now 
practically in existence, and the small 
lumber mill and wholesaler are being 
aqueezed out of business, due, almost 
entirely, to the price-fixing portion of the 
code, there being practically no objection 
to proper wages and hours. 

The prices fixed by the Southern Pine 
Association are based on the cost figures 
of 115 selected mills instead of a true av- 
erage of the 7000, more or less, mills that 
manufacture this commodity. The prices, 
therefore, are not in accordance with the 
code, but are a deliberate fixation of 
high prices. 

The retail lumber prices in St. Louis 
are 100 per cent over those of one year 
ago. It is supposed to be a crime if they 
are not uniform, and the net result is a 
stoppage of private building and increase 
of unemployment. Repeated protests and 
constructive criticism to the Southern 
Pine Association, the Lumber Code Au- 
thority and to Gen. Johnson are, as you 
call attention to, consigned to the waste 
basket, I hope you will continue your 
efforts to bring sanity into this situation 
and thereby do a great public service.

In the Encyclopedia of the Social Sciences, Paul 
Studenski of New York University notes: 

Only in the United States have pensions been 
paid to citizens who have sustained no injuries 
in the service and to their dependents, simply 
as a mark of the nation’s gratitude for the fact 
that the citizen enlisted or was enrolled in the 
service when the nation was in peril. 

Yet the United States, which is paying ex-soldiers 
who left the service in perfect condition for taxicab 
accidents years after the war ended, or for liver 
trouble in no way connected with war service, or for 
other disabilities often incurred as a result of mis- 
conduct—the United States demands 4s a condition 
of citizenship a citizen's willingness to bear arms. 
The veterans’ lobbies, however, demand special privi- 
leges for the performance of what is considered essen- 
tially a patriotic duty. 

How long can the country continue to violate the 
great principle of the National Economy Act, passed 
only last year, that only those disabled in war ser- 
vice are entitled to support from the Federal Govern- 
ment? President Roosevelt, in his veto message, 
pointed out that, if the service pension principle for 
Spanish-American War veterans embodied in the bill 
be applied to World War veterans, the annual and 
continuing charge by 1949 would be more than $830,- 
000,000 for that item alone, not counting all existing 
veterans’ benefits and future hospitalization. 

The existing situation emphasizes powerfully the 
wisdom of the Natidnal Economy Act, which passed 
trom Congress to the President the responsibility for 
veterans’ payments. Congress cannot withstand the 
pressure of veterans’ lobbies. The President can. 
This is not true only of Mr. Roosevelt. It was also 
true of Presidents Coolidge and Hoover, who vetoed 
several raids on the Treasury passed by Congress at 
the behest of the veterans. The President is suffi- 
elently removed from local politics to safeguard the 
interest of the people as a whole against the depreda- 
tions of a special class, whose greed knows no bounds. 

We predict that the action of Congress in this in- 
stance, dictated purely by political and vote-getting 
motives, will enhance the prestige of the President. 
No sensible person, not. a beneficiary of the inde- 
pendent offices bill, can read the President’s veto 
message without a profound sense of its fairness, 
Its logic, its generosity and its statesmanship. We 
recognize that there are men in Congress sincerely 
opposed in principle to the President's policies, but 
there is no meat in this issue for them to feéd upon. 
Defeat of the veto is to be explained purely and sim- 
ply by the fear of defeat in the forthcoming congres- 
sional elections. It is politics at its worst. 
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PARTY VS. PUBLIC. 

For the greater part of his second term, it is now 
admitted by local Republican leaders, Mayor Miller 
was mentally incompetent to discharge his duties.

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THE PRICE OF BOSSISM. 

The Pendergast machine won Tuesda¢’s election in 
Kansas City, but it was a costly victory. Four per- 
sons were killed, a number injured, and gangsters and 
gunmen rode the streets, terrifying citizens, ready 
and equipped to use bullets if ballots failed. 

The Kansas City Star charges the Police Depart- 
ment with sitting idly by while the forces of vio- 
lence ran rampant. It accuses the Election Commis- 
sioners of tolerating wholesale fraudulent voting. It 
points “the fingers of the dead” at Gov. Park, who, 
asked to provide safeguards for an honest election, 
answered with evasive sophistry and did nothing. 

All this is the price of bossism on election days, 
when, as in Kansas City, citizens revolt against such 
tyranny. On the other days, the price is corruption, 
extravagance, the dispensing of illegal privileges and 
concessions, the endless ways and means of graft.

The Fear of Plenty 


HE other day in the House of Represen- 
T tatives, a Congressman was explaining 

why he favored the Bankhead bill, which 
would make it a criminal offense to produce 
more than the allotted amount of cotton. He 
had returned recently, he said, to a farm 
in Central Kansas where he worked as a 
boy, and there he saw three men using ma- 
chinery to harvest a crop that once would 
have required 30 men. “This is the picture 
of mass production by machinery in wheat. 
The harvest hand is gone. The cotton pick- 
er is going. Cows are milked by machin- 
ery. Printing is a dying trade. Telephones 
are self-operative. Accounts are kept by 
machinery. The machinery is self-created. 
It digs its own materials out of the ground, 
transports them to the manufacturing plant, 
manufactures itself and operates itself. Ev- 
ery day in every way, on the farm, in the 
factory, in the mine, the need for human 
labor becomes less and less.” 

The Congressman has stated a view which 
is widely held at the present time. It is at 
the root of the multitudinous efforts being 
made to limit production and create an ar- 
tificial scarcity in the midst of what is felt 
to be an overwhelming abundance. Is there 
anything wrong with the Congressman’s 
statement and, if so, what is it? 

s s s 


It is not difficult, I think, to show that 
there is something fundamentally wrong 
with it. If labor-saving machinery produces 
unemployment, there ought to be some rela- 
tion betwéen the amount of unemployment 
and the amount of labor-saving machinery. 
Now, a few years ago T. T. Read made what 
is supposed to be the best available estimate 
of the world’s output of work, based upon 
the amount of mechanical and human ener- 
gy used in different couritries. The calcu- 
lation was made in 1926. At that time, the 
United States had a work output per capita 
which was one and a half times that of 
Great Britain, two and a half times that of 
Germany, nearly 40 times that of China, 
India and Russia. 


But at the same time, in 1926, the United ~ 


States was prosperous. In England and 
Germany, there was serious unemployment, 
and in Russia, China and India a desper- 
ately 4ow standard of life. If the theory 
that labor-saving machinery is the cause of 
unemployment were correct, we should have 
had in 1926 nearly three times the amount 
of unemployment there was in Germany. In 
fact, we had much less, 


What is more, if the theory were correet, 
we should have had ever-increasing unem- 
ployment for the past 100 years. For there 
has been a prodigious increase in labor-sav- 
ing machinery. But the fact is that, except 
temporarily during depressions, we have 
employed more and more people at higher 
real wages throughout that period. The ex- 
planation is not difficult to find. 

Take the Congressman’s wheat farm, 
where three men dd the work that 30 did 
when he was a boy. By dint of a little re- 
search in the Congressional Directory, I find 
that the Congressman did his farming from 
18384 to 1894. In 1894 the country produced 
634,000,000 bushels of wheat and in 1929 it 


» 


produced 813,000,000 bushels, an increase of 
about 30 per cent in a period when the popu- 
lation increased about 70 per cent. So, in 
1894, the country was. producing about nine 
bushels per capita and in 1929, a little less 
than seven. Wheat production was actually 
déclining. But, with the aid of labor-saving 
machinery, the individual farmer was pro- 
ducing more wheat. That machinery has 
to be made out of something. 
oF + o 

In that same period, the production of 
pig iron multiplied seven times. To make 
that machinery requires fuel. In that pe- 
riod, the production of coal multiplied three 
and a half times. The machinery requires 
fuel to operate it. In that period, the pro- 
duction of petroleum multiplied 40 times. 

That is the answer to the Congressman’s 
argument. The three men on the farm who 
use machinery were not the only ones work- 
ing to harvest that crop. Behind them, but 
out of sight, were the miners who dug the 
ore and the coal, the men who made the 
steel’ and manufactured the machines, the 
men who produce the fuel to run them, who 
transported them and serviced them. It may 
not any longer take 30 men to do the work 
of three men, but it takes many more than 
the three. : 

When the Congressman exclaimed that 
“the machine is self-created,” he showed 
what his illusion is. The machine is not 
self-created. A tractor which displaces 27 
men on a Kansas farm does not displace 
27 men in the United States. It takes many 
of those 27 men to produce the tractor and 
keep it running. A few are displaced, pre- 
sumably’on the average about one man in 
50 per year, since total production tends to 
increase about 2% per cent a year. That 
labor power can either be directed to, in- 
creased leisure or used to produce more 
wealth. For the country as a whole and in 
the long run, the problem of technological 
unemployment, so-called, cannot be of a 
much greater order of magnitude than this. 


The idea that labor-saving machinery 
makes a nation poorer is a most curious, but 
persistent, illusion. In the unsettled parts of 
Africa, according to .H. Foster Bain, a man 
carries on his back about 60 pounds of food 
and eats two pounds a day. That means 
that he can go forward 15 days and have 
enough food to get back alive. Now you 
can say, if you like, that this means work 
for everybody. But it really means poverty 
and the risk of starvation for. everybody. 

In 1902, a man went deep into Africa to 
study the copper deposits of the lgian 
Congo. It required 5000 men on hig line of 
supply to take care of him, and even then 
he had to hurry to avoid a food shortage. 
That is what the lack of labor-saving ma- 
chinery means. The mere task of carrying 
enough food for him and for the men who 
were carrying the food réquired a small 


army. 
That is one way to make employment. But 
it is not the way to raise the standard of 


life, and yet that is precisely what will be | 


accomplished if those who are haunted by 

the specter of over-production are allowed to 

translate their delus’%n into public policy.

Tugwell is not 
a Communist, not even a Social- 
ist. His radicalism ends with be- 
lief that every man should have a 
home and garden. 

“Zeke,” as Mordecai Ezekiel is 
known to his colleagues, also is\shy 
and introspective.

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ARCHBISHOP 
BAGK FROM ROME 


“Dollar No Longer Almighty 
Dollar,” He Observes After 
26-Day Trip. 


Archbishop John J. Glennon re- 
turned to St. Louis this afternoon, 
after an absence of 26 days, of 
which 15 days were spent at sea 
and nine days in Rome. He will of- 


ficiate at Easter services in St. 
Louis Cathedral Sunday. 
“The American dollar can . no 


lar,” was the Archbishop’s first re- 
mark when a Post-Dispatch report- 
er asked him about his impressions 
of Italy. “It is a very weak dollar, 


the short time that I was on for- 
eign soil. 

“But Italy, so far as I saw it, is 
clean, bright and busy, with every- 
thing regimented by that remark- 
able man, Il Duce, the leader.” The 
Archbishop gave Premier Musso- 
lini’s title its Italian pronunciation 
—Doo-chay. 

“I didn’t meet Signor Mussolini,” 
the Archbishop said, “although I 
see it was reported that I did meet 
him. I went to Rome for four pur- 
poses, and there was only time for 
them., I went to visit the Holy Fa- 
ther, to observe the Jubilee year, to 
transmit reports of the archdioceses 
and to make the ad limina visits to 
the tombs of the Apostles, St. Pe- 
ter and St. Paul, buried the one in 
St. Peter’s Cathedral, and the other 
just outside the walls of Rome. 

“I had an audience with the Holy 
Father, who proved again his close 
acquaintance with the affairs of the 
archdiocese of St. Louis, our Cathe- 
dral, which he sent a legate to con- 
secrate, and our seminary. At 77, 
he is working like a man of 50, 
often 10 to 15 hours a day, and bear- 
ing the burdens of the world on his 
shoulders. 

“While in Rome, I attended con-

A. F, L. Head Tells House 


Committee That Society 
Must Assume Its Obliga- 


tion. e 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Con- 
tending that society must assume 
its obligation and put into effect a 
public policy for insurance against 
suffering during emergencies, Pres- 
ident William Green of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor last night 
urged Congress to enact the Wag- 
ner-Lewis unemployment insurance 
measure indorsed by President 
Roosevelt. 

Green, with other witnesses, in- 
cluding Father Francis J. Haas of 
the NRA Labor Advisory Board 
and Father John A. Ryan of Cath- 
olic University, Washington, ap- 
peared before a House Ways and 
Means Sub-committee headed by 
Representative Lewis of Maryland, 
who is co-author of the bill with 
Senator Wagner of New York. 

The measure would levy a 5 per 
cent excise tax on the payrolls of 
employers of 10 or more persons 
against which they would be cred- 
ited with what they paid out 
through the state unemployment in- 
surance systems it is hoped will be 
set up. 

Green’s Argument. 

“To meet obligations to the work- 
ers attached to their payrolls,” 
Green said, “industries should ac- 
cumulate reserves to -meet their 
payments to their employes at such 
times as wages are not provided 
from current income. Not only does 


this principle rest upon justice toy \. 


Wage earners, but itis en 
for the maintenance /of econdmic 
business structure of which any 
company is a part. 

“The business level depends upon 
those who buy. Prices of commod- 
ities, services, real estate, etc., de- 
pend upon available purchasing 
power. If business can be assured 
of purchasing demands free from 
those irregularities due to unem- 
ployment which deprive large 
groups of income, retail business 
and at least production of con- 
sumer goods can avoid sudden 
drops in activity which in turn 
throw many others out of jobs.” , 

Pointing out that business has 
created reserves for depreciation, 
dividends on capital investment and 
other obligations, Green said the 
same reasoning should apply to the 
investment which the wage earners 
have in industry. : 


Burden on All, Filene Says. 

Father Haas, who has been ac- 
tive in formulation of NRA codes 
from the beginning, told the com- 
mittee the proposed unemployment 
insurance was “a necessary prep- 
aration for whatever course the 
Government sees fit to follow aft- 
er the expiration of NRA in June, 
1935.” 

General approval of the bill was 
given by Lincoln Filene, Boston de- 
partment store head, who said “We 
have got to recognize that the bur- 
den of unemployment must fall 
upon society, meaning everybody.” 

He estimated the proposed tax 
would add about one per cent to the 
cost of sales of the employers, and 
explained that “if there is no other 
way, then society has to assume re- 
sponsibility for that amount, which 


is not thrown away, as it goes 
back into purchasing power. 
“The main thing I see in this 


bill,” he said, “is that it makes the 
employers alive to the fact that 
they have to have stabilization of 
employment in industry. Business 
men would have to study their 
problems in such a way as to help 
overcome the cost of seasonal un- 
employment. 
Equalization of Profits. 

“I might even say this sort of 
thing might be perhaps the enter- 
ing wedge toward a movement for 
the equalization of profits with the 
employes.” ° 

A second representative of indus- 
try proper to support the bill—fa- 
vored in principle by President 
Gerard Swope of the General Elec- 
tric Co. but not at this time---was 
Ralph E. Flanders of Springfield, 
Vt. He urged, however, that care 
be taken in the control of funds 
set aside so that the accumulation 
during prosperous years not be in- 
vested in such a way as to add to 
a boom and then be liquidated in 
an emergency. 

Saying that only to a minor de- 
gree was the unemployment prob- 
lem ‘one within control of the indi- 
vidual employer, Flanders suggest- 
ed the program go even further 
with a three-way plan of taking 
care of transient and other gen-. 
eral unemployment through this 
means, the great mass of surplus 
workers through planned, Govern- 
ment-supervised work, and the rest 
through a permanent Public Works 
Administration—the whole o-urdi- 
nated under a Labor Department 
unemployment service.

Telephones in Maternity Hospital. 

“Radios and telephones, of course, 
are symbolic of cultural develop- 
ment.

‘A re-, 
ceiving set and a telephone,’ the 
news item read, ‘have been installed 
at every bedside in the Clara Zet- 
kin Maternity Hospital. Patients 
are now enabled to telephone from 
their beds to ahy point in the 
city.’ 

‘Now, this is truly an sntvetiliing 
achievement. But why, may wej 
ask, should a patient of this tgpe 
desire to use a telephone? It hap- 
pens that hundreds and thousands 
of unfilled applications for  tele- 
phones are lying in the files of the 
telephone stations. Factories, uni- 
versities, workers’ quarters and the 
like are in urgent need of tele 
phones. Is there to be no way in 
which these people can make a call 
except by going to a maternity hos- 
pital? 

“There can be no doubt that much 
progress has been made toward 
solving the problem of collective 
feeding. Many factory restaurants 
are providing excellent service. But 
some of the restaurant managers 
care only for appearances. They 
are wont to place a small flower pot 
on a table, and to‘decorate it with 
several yards of colored paper. The 
flower eventually withers because 
it is not watered, and thick layers 
of dust collect on the colored pa- 
per. After arranging the flowers, 
the manager puts down a few old 
carpets on the floor, sets up a 
stuffed bear in a corner, hangs a 
mirror on the wall and brings in a 
few other ‘luxuries’ to make the 
place look cultured. 

“When a waiter comes to the 
manager and tell him that the 
forks are full of notches, and there- 
fore could hardly be used to eat 
with, he is given to understand 
that the funds assigned for the re- 
equipment of the restaurant have 
all been spent, and that in any case 
forks are too small an item to 
worry about.

Impossible of Success, He Says;

WASHINGTON, March 29.—As- 
sailing particularly the Bankhead 
cotton bill, Senator Patterson 
(Rep.), Missouri, asserted in the 
Senate yesterday the whole admin- 
istration plan of Government was 
impossible of success “because it 
doesn't fit American institutions.” 

Proposeg as temporary emergen- 
cy measures, “we now see this plan 
is meant to be permanent,” Patter- 
son declared, adding it could never 
meet with suacess because “we 
have been too used to living our 
lives and planning our own futures 
to surrender such right and liberty 
to a smug little burcaucrat. 

“Over cotton dictatorial powers 
as great as those of Stalin would 
be given the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture,” the Senator asserted.

She'd be a nervous wreck, I tell 
you, at the end of it. 

“Weigh the evidence? Listen to 
the arguments for and against?

And who wants her 
to? Idon’t. No, if anybody in this 
family has got to serve on a jury, 
T’'ll do it. My wife can stay at home 
and look after the kids.

It 
has taken men many thousands of 
years of working contact even to 
roughly qualify for such responsi- 
bilities—and, at that, they make a 
mighty poor showing. Women have 
had a scant score years of suffrage, 
little more than that of industrial 
experience. 


Women are legally citizens. But 
the average woman doesn’t argue 
legal squabbles as a citizen.

THE OPPOSITE OF THiS, and 

accumulating experience confirms 

this view with unfailing consisten- 

cy. If you open on a” doubtful 

hand, you cannot rebid convincing- 

ly or boldly, and slams are gener- 

ally based on rebids no less than 

on the original bid. You may have 

reserve values in a slightly remote 

form (e. g., the great club length 

in the North hand given below) 

which you cannot rebid properly if 

they constituted part of your orig- 

inal bid, though actually they may 

be the main- constituent of a cer- 

tain slam. As compared with this, 

if you have already passed, you 

can rebid them in the most posi- 

tive manner, as they are how re- 

serve values which your partner 

could not expect. In the former 

case, you. have placed yourself in a 

position of having to sign off in 

reply to strong bidding by your 

partner, because, if you do other- 

wise, you may be misleading him; 


he may well read any constructive |. 


rebid by you as showing reserve 
value in primary form, and so bid 
seven when six is the limit. Yet 
having condemned yourself to a 
succession of signoffs, you may 


the real slam factor which you 
hold but do not dare to show be- 
cause you cannot know whether or 
not it is a slam factor. 

John L. Simons of Kingston, Pa., 
a reader of these articles, raises 
this point regarding the following 
hand:
